THE LOCAL MONOPOLY. 

The street railroad monopoly is never 
weary of illustrating the tenacity with which 
a monopoly holds on to its privileges, es- 
pecially when it has obtained them without 
paying anything for them, and when it holds 
them to the public detriment. In virtue of 
a statute passed in the interest of monopoly, 
three or four small horse-car corporations 
own the three hundred miles of streets in 
St. Louis and the transportation interests 
ofits half million of inhabitants as abso- 
lutely as’ they own their mules. Such a 
statute isin itself baneful and demoralizing 
and should not be tolerated under any cir- 
cumstances. 

At the present session of the Legislature 
an attempt was made to repeal it in the in- 
terest of a new line already under way. 
Our readers are familiar with the story of 
the opposition shown by the monopoiy. It 
was the case of a few corporations against 
the whole city, but such’ is the banded 
power of corporate influence that it seemed 
impossible for the attempt to succeed, and 
there was a prospect that St. Louis would 
remain indefinitely in the hands of a mo- 
nopoly.

The good Doctor makes as much of the 
gift of a lot of good cigars from Bremen as of 
the prospects of the Orieans family, and chats 
about everything underthe sun in a simple, 
confidential way that carries the 
from episode to episode, until he almost feels 
that be has been through it all himself.

for one ofthe most constant necessities in his 
tory is, that an author presents one side fairly.

bad indulged too much at the dejeuncr, and 
thatit would be agreeable to me tit it were Jei¢ 
out. Ltook very good care, however, 
should be inserted again. My idea was, I 
mit, very difficult to carry out. Every one 
was against it, the Austrians, the English, the 
liberal and not liberal smaller states, the op 
position in the Diet, the influential people at 
court and the majority of the newspapers.’

private views: 

There is-a report that America has offered to 

rediate between us and the new Frenel Re- 
public. Weshall not deciine this mediation, 
us we preferit to others, of course. It is not 
credible thatin Washington they can think of

-on our side. The Chiet appears to have been, 
fora long while back, tuvorably disposed to 
the Americans, and the rumor went abroad 
lately that he hoped to yet permission in 
Washington for usto arm ships in American 
harbors with which to injure the French ma- 
Tine. At present there is certainly no inten- 
tion of sucha thing. 

The following is the view wiich the Chan- 
cellor takes of the general position, if i wader. 
stand him rightly: Peace seems yet to be tar 
uway, us there isnogovernmentin Paris wiich 
promises durability. When the time for nego) 
tiation comes, the King will invite hif 

-eilics to come to acommon understanding as to 

the terms which we ought to demand. Our 
Iain object is, and will continue to be, the se- 
curitv of we Southwest German = § frontiers 
against the tenturies-old dangerjof a French 
invasion. A new neutral intermediate state, 
like Belgium or Switzerland, would be nouse 
to us, since sucha State would certainly lean 
to France of another warbroke out. Metz and 
Strasburg, with as much of their surroundings 
ns is necessary to us, must become our frontier 
‘territory and belong to all Germany. A partition 
of this district among our separate States is 
not to be thought of. Carrying on war in 
common will not be without a salutary influ 
ence upon the unity of Germany. Prussia will, 
as a watter of course, after the war, respect 
the free will of the South, as she has hitherto 
done, and will avoid even the suspicion of_any 
pressure. 

The following is Prince Bismarck’s opinion 

fthe #rench people: 

France breaks up, in asense, into two”*na- 
tions: l’arisians and lrovincials, andthe lat- 
ter are the willing helots of tite former. France 
may now be emancipated from. the domina- 
tion of Paris. The man who feets himself, asa 
Provincial, ontin the cold, and wants to come 
to something, settles in Paris, is there re- 
ceived into the ruling easte and sbares their 
power. Might we not force the Emperor back 
onthem asu punishment? At anv rate it is 
possible; for the peasants do not want the ty- 
ranny of Paris. France is a nation of ciphers—a 
mere crowd; they have money and elegance, 
but no- individual men, = no feeling 
of individuality ; they act only 
in the mass, They are thirty 
millions of obedient,haffres, cach without a 
native ‘‘ring’’ ora personal value. It would 
be easy to get sixty people together capable of 
holding down all the rest of these people who 
are without character or personadity, so long 
as they are not united. 

And as for Spain and the Spaniards, and the 
original cause of the war which everybody has 
forgotten, read this: 

Another telegram announces the election of 
the Duke ot Aosta as King of Spain. The Chief 
eays: *‘lam sorry for him and torSpain. He 
jselected by anarrow majority—not by twao- 
thirds, as was Originally iateaved. There gre 
about 180 votes for amid 115 not for Bim.’’ 

Alten is happy over tho monarchical senti- 
ment of the Spaniards, whick, evon now, has 
been victorious. ‘‘Ah, these Spaniards,’’ says 
theminister. ‘‘Did asingle man of these Cas- 
tilians, with their elevated feeNngs, even 
whisper his indignation when this war was set 
atoot by their former election, by Napoleon's 
interference with their freedom of choice, and 
by his treating them as ;his vassals?’’ Some- 
body said it was all over now with the cand¢i- 
dature of the Prince of Hohenzollern. 
**Yes,’’ replied the Chief, ‘‘because he chosé 
that it should be. Only a fortnight since I said 
to him, *There is still time.’ But he had ceased 
to care for it.’’

Curious Commonplaces. 
[From the New York Tribune. | 
Robert Burns” unpublished commonplace 
book, after passing through several hands, has 
lately fallen into the possession of a London 


| publisher,and the first installment of it appears 


in the March number of Macmillan’s Maga- 
zine. It is @ munescript book in folio, con- 
taining 240 pages bound in haif calf, andis 
marked outside with the capital Jetter A, as 
Burns intendedit to be the first ofa 
series of volumes containing his private 
thoughts. The handwriting throughout is ‘‘ad- 
mirably clear and strong.’’ The journal be- 
gins on April 9, 1757, about eight months af 
ter Burns’ first volume—the Kil- 
mnarnock edition of 6UU »pies—ap- 
peared, a year after his written contract 
of private marriage with Jean Armour hid 
been destroyed onthe urgent request of her 
indignant father, and six months after his un- 
owned wite had given birth to twins. He was 
then in Edinburgh. the ovserved of all ovserv- 
ers, and twelve duys atter he wrote the first 
pace a new edition of his poems, having 3,000 
subscribers, was publisned. On page 2 hesays: 
‘*My own story likewise, Iny amours, Iny ramn- 
bles, the smiles and trowns Of fortune on my 
Lardship, ny poems and tragments that must 
never see light, shull be occasionally inserted; 
in short, never cid four shillings 
purchase much friendship since 
Confidence went first to mar- 
ket, or Honesty was sct to sale.’’ Of several 
friends and ucquaistances he writes 
ireely: **Mr. G. is of a superior 
order. The bieedings of huinanity, the gen- 
erous resolve, a manly disregard of the paltry 
subjeCteat vanity, virgin modesty, the truest 
tusie, and avery sound Judgment characterize 
him.’’

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A New Edition of Macaulay. 

The publication of the new and sumptuous 
edition of Macaulay's ‘‘Khnyland’’ calls out, in 
the March Harper, an interesting statement of 
the extraordinary sale of that work when 
was brought outinthis country thirty years 
ngo. The firsttwo volumes were issued here 
inthe winter of 1848-49. In London, where 
they were issued as large and expensive books, 
13,000 copies had been sold in less than tnree 


months, while iarge English editions were at | 


this saine time disposed of in France and Ger- 
many. Kutinthiscountrythe sale was un- 
precedented. As early as April, 1849, 
six editions in the market, and 
probably over 60,000 copies had been disposed 
of. The Harpers predicted ina letter to Ma- 
caulay tbat in three months’ time the sale 
would amount to 200,000 Copies. Seven years 
later Kdward Everett wrote to the historian 
on information derived from ‘‘boeksellers of 
the best authority’’ that ‘tno book had ever 
had such a sale in the United States, except the 
Bible and one or two school books of universal 
use.’’ Besides numerous English editions on 
the Continent there have been six translations 
of the work intotrerman, and’ it has been pub- 
lished in the Polish, Danish, Swedish, Italian, 
French, Dutch, Spanish, Hungarian, Russian, 
Bohemian and Persian languages. 


Irish Literature.

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How to Clean Carpets. 

There is more art in sweeping a carpet than 
anovice is apt to An old broom 
should never be used, and a new one should 
kept especially for the carpets. With 
Brussels and velvet carpeting there are two 
ways to the pile—just as in velvet—and they 
should always be swept.with the pile. Ifa 
carpetis swept against the grain it sogu looks 
rough and scratched up. After being* swept 
and laid down on the floor, the carpet should 
bewiped. Havg two pails, one of clean soapsuds, 
the other of lukewarm water: a clear flanne! 
cloth and two coarse, clean towels. Take the 
carpet by breadths, wring the flannel out of 
the lukewarm water and fold it so that you 
can turn and use it up and down three or four 
times on the same place. Rub both with and 
against the grain. as hard as if vou were 
scrubbing a floor, then throw the flannel into 
your soapsuds and: rub the carpet dry with 
one of your dry towels. If you leave the 
carpet wet the dust will stick to it 
it willsmell sour and musty. Wash 
flannel cleanin the soapsuds, wring it out 
of the warm water and proceed as before. If 
the carpet is very dirty or bas much green in 
it use fresh ox gallin the luke-warm water 
in the proportion of a quart of gall to three 
quarts of water, rinse the lather off with cold 
water and rub the carpet dry as already di- 
rected. This rubbing a carpet raises the pile 
and freshens the colors.

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English Tiles. 

Tho following is an English revipe for clean 
ing ths porcelain tiles now so fashionable in 
this country, as well as in England, for floor- 
ing halls and for other decorative purposes: 
liave two buckets of water, one hot, the 
other cold. Use yellow soap, no soda, a hard 
scrubbing-brush, a clean flannel and two 
rough towels. You cannot be too careful to 
guard against the least dirt or greasy thing 
near tiles; therefore, always use a new or 
clean flannel, and keep a separate brush for 
the purpose. Soft soap or sand are bad for 
tiles; the former greases, the latter scratches; 
but a little fuller’s earth put into the water is 
very good. You can get fuer’s earthin lumps 
from apaint shop. Wet the tails well first, 
and then scrub with a good lather of yellow 
soap; only scrub as far as your arm can reach,
